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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 18-30, drawn to a method of fastening and aligning a sensor. 
Group II, claim(s) 31-40, drawn to device for fastening the sensor. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: all features are anticipated by DE 101 62 652. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species group are as follows: 

a. (claim 22 and 33) Wherein the sensor is at least one of 

i. an ultrasound sensor 

ii. a lightTsensitive sensor 

iii. a video sensor 

iv. an electromagnetic radiation sensor

b. (claim 23 and 36) wherein the sensor axis is one of 

vi. in a direction of the holding element and the support 

vii. in a direction opposite to the direction of the holding element and the 
support. 
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c. (claim 26) wherein the material-removing process includes at least one of 

viii. milling, 

ix. drilling 

x. laser processing 

d. (claims 29 and 30) wherein at least one of 

xi. (a) the holding element includes an accommodation for at least a part of 
the sensor and (b) the holding element includes a sensor antechamber protected 
from intrusion of at least one of (a) chips and (b) dirt. 

xii. (a) the holding element includes an accommodation for at least a part of 
the sensor and (b) the holding element includes a sensor antechamber protected 
from intrusion of at least one of (a) chips and (b) dirt by a cover element. 

e. (claim 34) wherein the holding element is fastened to a support, the holding 
element including component part tolerances, the support including at least one of 

xiii. (a) a convex, 

xiv. (b) a concave and 

xv. (c) a planar surface 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species from each of the 
groups a, b, c, d and e (5 elections total, one from each group) to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the 
claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
